NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES.—‘Brick Paving in the Mid- 
dle West’’ is the title of an excellent article tn the July 
“Review of Reviews,”’ by H. Foster Bain, in which the 
great advance that has been made in improved street sur- 
faces in the smaller cities of the central West during the 
past dozen years is well set forth. ‘‘Some Phases of the 
Philippine Situation,’’ by Hon. John Barrett, in the same 
magazine, deserves a word of mention here as one of the 
most thoughtful and temperate articles that has anywhere 
appeared upon this subject. In the July ‘Atlantic’ Mr 
Jacob A. Riis continues his story of tenement-house re 
form in New York, and tells of the success of the City & 
Suburban Homes Co., which has undertaken the work of 
providing model tenements for the poor In the June 
“Fortnightly Review’ we find an interesting comparison 
of London and Pekin, in which we are told of a Chinese 
Ambassador who objected to London as ‘‘too dirty.”’ The 
author urges that London should be cleansed of Its fog 
nufsance by the compulsory adoption of smokeless meth- 
ods of combustion. In the same magazine an anonymous 
writer tells of the proposed ship canal from the Black Sea 
to the Baltic, concerning which so many fanciful reports 
have been in circulation. According to the writer the 
canal would extend from Riga on the Baltic, via the 
Dwina and Dnieper rivers, to Kherson on the Black Sea 
The total distance is about 1,200 miles, and yet this author 
jJauntily asserts that a deep waterway, 28 ft. in depth, ts to 
he completed over the whole of this immense distance at a 
total estimated cost of $100,000,000 while five years ts taken 
as the time necessary for completion. Unless better evidence 
than the writer submits is presented. we shall prefer to 
believe that the offictal denial of the Russfan government 
that any such enterprise was In contemplation was made 
in good faith. 

In the July “Forum” ex-Senator Peffer writes on “The 
Trust Problem and its Solution,” and reaches the start- 
ling conclusion that the best way to attack the trust prob- 
lem would be to butid three government raflwav lines; 
one from St. Louis to New York, one from Chicago to 
Galveston, and a third from Bismarck, North Dakota, to 
Savannah, Ga., at a total cost which he estimates at $250. - 
000,000. He fails to explain, however, how this would 
help the solution of the trust problem, except to say that 
“having thus commenced the attack on the Trust question 
we could then apply ourselves to further study.” Mr. 
Milton H. Smith returns to his attack on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the same Magazine, tn which he 
states that ‘“‘excessive rates are practically obsolete.” We 
are curious to know what Mr. Smith’s definition of an 
“excessive’’ rate may be. Perhaps his !dea of what con- 
stitutes a ‘‘reasonable”’ rate might not be the same as 
that of some of his patrons. In that case who should de- 
cide as to the reasonableness? 

Among the blessings in disguise that have recently been 
discovered is Mr. Bird S. Coler, Comptroller of the City 
of New York, and New York is just as thankful for him 
as if he bore a different label. Mr. Coler has written for 
the July ‘‘North American Review” a paper on the 
“Government of Greater New York,” in which he dis- 
cusses the changes which he would advise tn the system 
of government of the city. People will watch with curi- 
osity to see how far his recommendations may coincide 
with those that the Mazet Committee may make. In the 
same magazine an officer of our army of occupation tn 
Cuba urges that we should withdraw our military govern- 
ment without delay. If we remain and allow things to 
drift he prophesies revolt, whereas, if we fulfil our pledge 
and leave, Cuba may then ask for annexation, which he 
believes is the end most for the benefit of both Cuba and 
the United States. 

In the “Popular Science Monthly” for July, Prof. Angelo 
Hetlprin describes the geology of the Klondike gold fields. 
It is interesting to note that a layer of volcanic ash 4 to 6 
ins. thick extends for 300 miles along the course of the 
upper Yukon, and from the evenness of the deposit Prof. 
Heilprin concludes that it was dropped at some recent 
period in the waters of a vast lake, which has now dis- 
appeared. In the same magazine ‘“‘The Use of Acetylene’ 
is described by Prof. Edward Renouf, of Johns Hopkins 
University. He states that acetylene burned in 1-ft. bur-
